It is noted that subject's maiden name and former residence 
address appeared in an address book found by your Bureau in the apart- 
ment of David Greenglass in June 1950 and this book was identified as 
the property of Ruth Printz, wife of David Greenglass. It is also 
noted that an agent of your Buresu interviewed Ruth Greenglass who 
advised she knew the subject as Rose Nudelman with whom she worked at 
the Mizrachi Zionist Organization of America, 1133 Broadway, New York 
City as a Clerk-Typist for about one and one-half to two years until 
November 29, 1942 when the witness left her job to be married; that 
she ani the subject went out together while working at this organiza- 
tion and on one occasion they attended an office party together; and 
that her association with the subject ended when witness left the 
organization. Witness also stated that at that time subject was not 
e Communist, like herself, nor e Liberal, nor inclined to be in any 
way subversive ani, during their acquaiztanceship, subject never 
seid or did anything which would indicate that subject was anything 
but loyal to the United States. Witness explained the reason subject's 
eddress was listed in her address book was simply because of their 
relationship at the time they were both employed at that organization. 


It is also noted that David Greenglass aflvised he did not 
know subject and never heard her name and that the subject may have 
been an acquaintance of his wife, who at one time in the 1940's was 
employed by Mizrachi, described by the witness as a religious Jewish 
organization, with which one Rabbi Gellman was connected. 


An Interrogatory was approved and submitted to Mrs. Smith 
by the Regional Loyalty Bo uest informa concerning her 
alleged association with Ruth Hints freenglass her reply, sub- 
scribed and sworn to on Feb 19, 1953, Mrs. Smith denied ever 
ha -begp associated, at any time, with Ruth Printz Greenglass, 
wife-of Da englass, pr that she has ever known them personally, 
or in any professional, 88 Or social capacity. She stated she 
has no knowledge of any affiliations they may have had in any Com- 
munist Party, or any Communist organizations, or any foreign country, 
other than that which she has reaf in the past in the dafly press. 
Bhe stated she has never aided, acquiesced in, or participated in 
any activities with either of them or any other individuals in behalf 
of the Commmist Party, or the Commmist cause, of any foreign country. 
She also stated that, not knowing or having know Ruth Printz Greenglass 
or her husband, she has never been under their influence, control or 
dominance nor have either of these persons ever influenced her own 
viewpoint. Mrs. Smith also dented present or former meatbership or 
affiliation with the Commmist Party, U.5.A., the Communist Political 
Association, or any Commmist orgenization, as well as with the Kazi 
or Fascist movements or with any organization or political party whose 
objective is now or ever has been the overthrow of the Constitutional a 
Government of the United States. Mrs. Smith also requested a hearing 
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person to refute the allegations made and to dispel any suspicions 
sroused concerning her loyalty to the United States of Ameries. 


In view of the information furnished by Ruth Greenglass 
concerning her former association with appointee and appointee 's 
positive denial of any association or knowledge of the former, it 
appears that it will be necessary to request appointee to appear 
before a Panel of the Regional Loyalty Board for a hearing before

scheduled, it is felt that the Board should have the benefit of 

certain additional information as follows: 

(1) If possible, that Ruth Greenglass be requested by the 
FBI to furnish a signed statement furnishing detailed 
information concerning the nature end extent of her 
association with appointee, the types of business or 
social activities in which they were mutually associated, 
and the duration of their association. Mrs. Greenglass 
might als> be requested to indicate whether or not 
appointee was aware of the witness! sympathy or activity 
in behalf of the Communist Party or any Communist organ- 
ization and whether or not appointee may have participated 
or joined with the witness in any activities in behalf of 
the Communist Party or any Coammist organization. 


Concerning the appearance of appointee's maiden name and residence address 
in the address book referred to above, it is believed that further infor- 
mation might be secured to indicate whether or not the names of any other 
employees of the Mizrachi Zionist Organization of America appeared in the 
book and, if so, that Mrs. Greenglass be requested to explain the circum- 
stances of any possible mutual association between herself, appointee and 
such other individuals and reasons therefor.
